Oscar Salisbury, known to his 
friends as old ‘‘Sal,” died in Norton, 
Washington, July 16.

Roads and Roads 

Canada has roads of all kinds, and 
photographs sent in by Mrs. 8. H. 
Alton of Premier, B. C. which is up 
near the Alaska boundary, are very 
convincing exidence that some of 
them are difficult to navigate. Mrs. 
Alton describes a fifteen-mile sect- 
ion of new roa@ that runs from 
Stewart, B. C. through Hyder, Alas- 
ka, and on to Premier, B.C, Certain 
parts are not completed, and others 
are under repair, and where. repairs 
are being made it would seem a 
difficult matter for a@ motor car to 
proceed at all. The footing is of 
loose rock fragments and there are 
sometimes walls of sheer rock rising 
beside the trail. For three miles 
the road is largely between the foot 
of a high bluff and the river's edge 
and detours are impossible. 


Speed Limit or None? 


Existing speed limits in the vari- 
ous provinces are constantly the 
targets of talk, and changes from 
time to time may be confidently 
forecast. One change was urged 
in a resolution passed recently by 
the Border Cities Chamber of Com- 
merce——*As a result of reports re- 
ceived that United States tourists 
are being warned to stay away from 
Ontario because of the enforcement 
of the 35-mile per hour speed limit 
in the country and of the 20 mile 
ber hour speed limit in the cities, 
towns and villages of this province. 
The Border Cities Chamber of Com- 
merce further suggests that the 
Boards of Trade, Chambers of Com- 
merce and other civie organizations 
pass similar resolutions urging an 
increase in the speed limit.

Crop Report 


Issued by the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, _Kdmonton, ~Aug- 
ust 22nd, 1931. 


Wheat cutting is in progress at 
many points througout the province 
and will be general by the middle 
of next week according to telegraph- 
ic reports. South and southeast of 
‘Calgary and in the Peace River dis- 
trict, crops are more advanced and 
more cutting has been done than 
in the north-central and northern 
areas. The warm weather of the 
past ten days has been ideal for 
hastening maturity, but a continua- 
tion of this weather is necessary, 
particularly where wind damage 
and dry conditions of the past spring 
caused late germination. 

Hail damage has been reported at 
a number of points during the past 
fortnight and damage from this 
cause is considerable. Frost has 
occurred in the Peace River district 
only. The extent of damage ig not 
fully known but it is not likely to 
be serious, a result of 
rust and other plant diseases 
very light.

Conditions remain unchanged in 
the east-central and south-eastern 
area. Shortage of pasture and 


water for stock constitutes a serious 
problem in some dstricts. Fortun- 
ately feed is very abundant over the 
greater part of the province and 
there will be an adequate supply. 
Much of the partially hailed crop is 
being cut for feed. Haying has 
been carried on under fayorable 
conditions in the irrigated districts, 
and the second cutting of alfalfa is 
now in the stack. In those areas 
where rain has been a trequent oc- 
currence, progress has been slow and 
much of the hay hag deterorated in 
quality. Sygar beet yields will be 
lower than those of last year, but 
may be said to be fairly satistactary.

Fall Planting Trees _ 
and Shrubs 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 

There are two seasons for plant- 
ig trees and shrubs—spring and 
‘all. Most trees and shrubs can be 
uoved with least damage or check 
nh growth if transplanted in the 
ipring, as soon as possible after the 
frost has gone out of the soil and 
before the buds have opened, Fall 
planting may be done any time after 
the leaves have fallen, and before: 
the soll is frozen too much to pre- 
vent digging. . 

Frequently more time is available 
for planting on the average farm 
just as the soil is freezing up than 
n the spring when the rush of seed- 
ing is on. Ags a result of the rush 
of spring work, planting intended to 
be done igs often put off until next 
year, Since fall planting is practi- 
sally as good as spring planting, the 
importance of the question o7 avail- 
able time may be sufficient to de- 
cide in favour of fall planting. 

There is little difference in the 
method followed in fall and spring 
planting. It is very important to 
have the soil well soaked with water 


the trees or shrubs will not dry out 
during the winter. If care is taken 
in setting the tree or shrub and in 
keeping it well watered until freeze- 
up, fall planting will give excellent 
results. 
Evergreens and oy 

do baked if as 
is very important to keep a large 
ball of earth around the roots of 
large trees in moving them. This 
can be accomplished to best advant- 
age after the ground ‘is frozen up. 
A trench is dug around the tree and 
it is moved when there are 18 to 24 
inches of frost in the ground. The 
tree with the frozen ball of earth is 
tipped up and a stone-boat is glip- 
ped under it. The tree with its 
roots undisturbed in a frozen ball 
of earth can thus be moved to a 
new, prepared location with little 
injury or set-back. Trees, either 
evergreen or deciduous, eight to 
twelve feet in height, can be safely 
moved in this manner.
